The report also reveals that 
the association, to help finance 
its operations, went Into the 
private market In August with 
a nine-month $100,000.000 de- 
benture offering which was 
oversubscribed. An. identical 
note was offered in February 
of this vear. It is also expected 
that FNMA will go into the 
private market with another of- 
fering for an equal amount to 
refinance its February note 
later this month 

It was also noted by FNMA's 
chief executive that not only 
have the number of purchases 
continued to increase but the 
average value of the individual 
mortgage has increased $2145, 
or 25 per cent, from $8773 for 
the third quarter last year, to 
$10,918 for the same period this 
year.

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AUTUMN 
PASTORAL

ONTADALE EWES BROWSE for succulent and green alsike clover 
amid brown drouth - killed foxtail grass. The wild grass had en- 
croached upon the permanent pasture of the Swiss Bell farm near 

Wentzville in St. Charles County. The sheep, a part of the farm's fold 
of 88 head, are well on their way to replacing winter coats of long - staple 
fine wool which were shorn last May. 

As nature completes one of her cycles with green dying out as 
autumn progresses— evidenced now in this fall transition period by 
multi-colored foliage along Peruque Creek beyond the pasture—new life 
will soon begin with lambing in the barn. The 67-acre Swiss Bell 


farm, named for 12 tuned bells on a dozen sheep, is operated as a part 
time enterprise by the Leslie V. Burr family of St. Louis. 

The avocational farmers, of course, have been adversely affected by 
the lack of rain which has plagued the full-time farmers during the last 
five years of sub-normal rainfall. Ample rain, this spring and summer, 
did produce bountiful crops such as the tall corn in the field adjoining the 
sheep pasture. But not enough water has come down in the fall months 
to fulfill moisture needs of pastures and trees or germinate planted seeds 
of winter grains. Four years ago, 3000 pines were set out on the Burr 
farm. Only six are now living.

FTER A 46-YEAR LAPSE, Missouri once again has a state- 
A supported, four-year medical school. This long-awaited mile 

stone will be formally marked next Saturday with the dedica- 
tion of the University of Missouri’s new $13,600,000 medical center 
on the campus at Columbia. 

Besides housing the expanded medical school, the center is the 
home of a greatly enlarged School of Nursing, provides instruction 
in medical and health subjects for 1000 students from other divisions 
of the university and offers frequent short courses during the year to 
persons throughout the state engaged in work relating to medical 
care. The nursing school, which had 16 graduates this year, will 
have 75 annually by about 1958 and then level off at that size. 

When in full operation in 1960, the medical schoo] will turn out 
75 doctors a year. While no one can predict how many of the grad- 
uates will practice in Missouri, the four-year course is expected to 
substantially increase the number of physicians and surgeons prac- 
ticing in the state. 

Formerly, the university offered only two years of medical train 
ing, with the size of each class limited to 45. Students had to con 
plete their work elsewhere, most of them going out of the state. And 
a number of them, who originally had intended to practice in Mis 
souri, settled elsewhere. 

Although Missouri's state-wide average of physicians is in line 
with the national proportion of. 1.29 per 1000 population, rural sec- 
tions of the state are short of doctors. A nation-wide study last 
year showed that southeast-and parts of southern Missouri had one 
of the most acute physician shortages in the country. 

To show students the opportunities and challenges of practice 
in rural areas, the school has established a program in which a 
senior can spend nearly six weeks with a general practitioner in a 
small community. Nine of this year’s 23 seniors—the first fourth- 
year students in the expanded school—have elected to participate 
in the program. The plan was instituted by the school’s dean, Dr. 
Roscoe L. Pullen, in co-operation with the Missouri State Medical 
Association and the Missouri Academy of General Practice. 

The new center, opened in September, includes a 44] - bed teach- 
ing hospital, a medical sciences building and a nurses’ dormitory 
Only 120 of the hospital beds are now in use; the rest will be put 
into operation as the medical schoo] reaches its planned enrollment 
level. Patients are admitted on referral from Missouri physicians 
and osteopaths. 

Medical training at the university has a long history. In 1845 
only six years after its founding, the school took over as a branch 
the medical department of old Kemper College in St. Louis. This 
relationship ended 10 years later. In 1872, a two-year course was 
established at Columbia. It became a four-year school in 1899, but 
the last two years were ‘‘temporarily discontinued” in 1910 when the 
Legislature would not appropriate funds for needed improvements 
An appropriation, making the new center possible, was passed in 
19S}. 

Dr. Elmer Ellis, university president, says: “We look forward to 
the development of the center as a major move in supplying better 
medical care to the state of Missouri, particularly to the rural areas 
which are not now adequately served.”

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THE REVOLT IN HUNGARY 


Revised Government Announces End of One -Party System, Free Elections Indicated

EN YEARS AGO TODAY the first nation-wide free elections in 
Central Europe following World War II were held in Soviet - occu- 
pied Hungary. A middle-of-the-road party of shopkeepers, small 

landowners and professionai men won by a substantial margin. The 
Communists ran a poor third. But with Russian troops on hand and 
the Cold War becoming intense, the Communists in mid-1947 achieved 
by a bloodless coup what they could not attain by secret ballot—con- 
trol of government. Hungary was then molded into a Soviet-style state. 

Many acts of the Red regime were unpopular, but any display of 
opposition was rendered virtually impossible. Besides the Soviet oc- 
cupation forces, numbering between 20,000 and 40,000, there were the 
Communist-controlled Hungarian army and a large secret police force. 

After Poland's Communist government threw off Moscow domi- 
nation late last month, young Hungarian Communists began demon- 
strations in Budapest. They chanted for the return of once- purged 
Imre Nagy, who had nationalist leanings when he was Premier. They 
also called for the ouster of Kremlin-controlled Ernoe Geroe as party 
secretary and for Russian troops to leave Hungary. 

At some point during the protest, police fired on the demonstra- 
tors, and a revolution was born. The exact course of subsequent 
events has been obscured by Hungarian censorship. However, the 
revolt quickly spread to other parts of the country, and many Hun- 
garian soldiers joined the rebellion. 

To appease the rebels, Nagy was made Premier. The fighting 
continued. Then Russian troops, reportedly at Geroe’s request, were 
used against the insurgents. But the rebellion was not crushed. Fur- 
ther concessions were made. Geroe was replaced. Negotiations were 
promised toward withdrawal of Soviet forces from Hungary as soon 
as order was restored. Still the revolt went on. Two prominent non- 
Communists were given Cabinet posts. The hated secret police force 
reportedly was dissolved. Finally—almost a decade, to the day, after 
the 1946 balloting—Nagy announced abolition of the one-party Com- 
munist system, his government indicated free elections would be held. 

In Budapest, the victorious insurgents declared they would not 
put down their arms until Russian troops left the city. At midweek 
rebels in western Hungary, with headquarters in Gyoer, indicated 
readiness to enter negotiations with the Nagy government 

As the situation seemed to be easing in Hungary, world attention 
was pulled abruptly to the long-troubled Middle East. Israel mo- 
bilized and invaded Egypt, driving deep into the Sinai Peninsula, a 
sparsely populated desert between Israel and the Suez Canal. The 
Israeli Foreign Office said the invasion was aimed at wiping out 
Sinai bases from which Egyptian commando forces made forays 
against Israeli border settlements. But the situation held the threat 
of a large-scale war in the Middle East.

THREAT OF DISASTER confronts Missouri farmers just as they 
A are finishing a bumper crop harvest. Favorable weather dur- 

ing the growing season had produced the biggest corn crop since 
1923, a near-record yield of soybeans, a very good cotton crop, fine 
wheat, rye and barley. But since August there has been little rain 
As one dry, hot week followed another, the cumulative effect has 
become increasingly serious. Now most of the state finds itself in 
the grip of a searing drouth. 

Pastures have “burned up.” Wells that produced water for gen- 
erations have failed. Farm ponds have dried up. Rivers have gone 
dry, lakes have evaporated and springs have stopped flowing, en- 
dangering municipal water supplies. 

The St. Louis area has been fortunate. Although its precipitation 
has been below normal, rainfall has exceeded three inches since July 
Crop and pasture conditions in this section are among the best in the 
state, but other areas—particularly northwest Missouri—have been 
hard hit. 

In Platte County the water shortage is so serious the county court 
appealed to Governor Phil M. Donnelly for help, reporting that hun- 
dreds of farmers were having trouble getting water for their cattle. To 
prevent forced sales of livestock, the Governor directed the Missouri 
National Guard to establish emergency pumping stations. 

Two small gasoline-powered pumps were set up, one on the 
Platte River and the other on Clear Creek branch, to supply free water. 
Farmers had been buying water from Platte City, paying $1.50 per 
1000 gallons, but water level in the town’s two wells had dropped 
and it was feared this service might have to be discontinued. 

Kansas City has established free water stations for farmers. In 
some areas farmers have been hauling livestock water for several 
years, now are forced to buy water for household needs. 

A strange sight was to be seen near St. Joseph in October: The 
Platte River had disappeared—dried up completely. There was not 
a drop of water in the bed where the stream has been as deep as 29 
feet and flow has measured-50,000 cubic feet per second. 

A Boy Scout troop on a hike stopped and cooked dinner in the 
middle of the One Hundred and Two River near Savannah the other 
day. 

A team of Post-Dispatch reporters touring the state to survey 
drouth conditions found a herd of 30 dairy cows momentarily block- 
ing traffic on U.S. Highway 65 north of Springfield. 

Denzil Taylor, 40-year-old farmer from Red Top, explained that 
his pond had failed and he was forced to move the herd five miles 
to another pasture. ‘I've farmed all my life,” he said. “This is the 
worst I've ever seen.” : . 

In the Springfield area, five years of drouth have left dairy farm- 
ers in financial straits. Some dairymen have sold out, more and 
more are taking part-time jobs. Many who ship milk by truck to the 
Producers Creamery Company co-operative plant in Springfield are 
using the emptied 10-gallon milk cans to bring water home. 

With so many wells going dry, well drillers are doing a rushing 
business. Cost of digging a well may exceed $1000, since it fre 
quently is necessary to go down more than 300 feet to strike water. 

Farmers whose pastures have dried up are forced to feed winter 
forage to their cattle months earlier than usual. Price of alfalfa hay 
has jumped from $25 a ton to $35. 

In the 1953-54 drouth, Missouri's livestock industry was saved 
by an emergency program which provided 50,000 farmers with hay 
at prices averaging $20 to $25 a ton. The state spent $9,000,000 and

the Federal Government contributed $1,654,000 to pay the freight on 
754,285 tons of hay imported into 85 counties from states which had a 
surplus. The railroads voluntarily cut freight rates in half 

The state drouth committee appointed by Governor Donnelly in 
1953 has gone back to work. The committee, headed by L. C. Car- 
penter, Missouri Commissioner of Agriculture, has recommended that 
93 counties in the state be designated as drouth disaster areas, and 
that the Federal Government provide emergency aid for farmers in 
these counties 

The government was asked to provide $2,300,000 -$1,000,000 for 
construction or renovation of 4000 farm ponds; $800,000 for seed and 
fertilizer in emergency pasture planting; $500,000 for buying grain and 
hay. The committee also asked that stockmen be permitted to graze 
cattle on acres set aside for soil bank reserve. 

The United States Department of Agriculture designated the 93 
hardest-hit counties as disaster areas and authorized grazing on re 
serve acreage there. The other requests were taken under advisement 

Of the 114 Missouri counties, all have been classified as disaster

Another feature is a $5,000,000 loan to Mexico, which will use part 
of the money. to buy 40,000 beef cattle from Southwestern livestock 
areas that are short of feed 

Agriculture Commissioner Carpenter said Mexico's purchase of 
cattle might have ‘some effect” in bolstering livestock prices, but 
otherwise the program announced by the President would not be of 
much help to Missouri. Even opening reserve acreage for grazing 
cattle is of little help because there is no pasture left, he reported, 
urging that more direct aid be provided 

At present the state has no funds available for any federal match. 
ing program on drouth aid. No money could be appropriated until , 
the 1957 Legislature meets in January unless Governor Donnelly called 
a special session, a suggestion he has rejected in the past. 

Virtually all of the alfalfa planted in August has died. Many 
farmers are afraid to risk more seed and fertilizer as long as the 
drouth continues. The federal conservation program has made 
$8,000,000 available to Missouri on a matching basis this year, but 
half of the money may go unclaimed because of the drouth 

Some farmers are ‘dusting in” their wheat-—planting in soil so 
dry it has turned to dust—-in a gamble that rains will come in time 

St. Joseph business men are so concerned about the plight of 
farmers in their trade area they have started a drive to raise $25,000 
to push a cloud -seeding program. Farmers are being asked to sub- 
scribe at the rate of 6 cents an acre for a year's service by the Water 
Resources and Development Corporation 

This Denver firm uses ground generators instead of airplanes for 
seeding moisture -laden clouds with silver iodide to increase rainfall. 
The generators are placed at filling stations and other establishments 
where someone is on hand at all hours to answer the telephone and 
switch on the machines when a weather front approaches 

Cloud - seeding already is being tried out by the Springfield City 
Water Company and groups of farmers in Missouri and lowa. 

Low water in the Mississippi River has created an emergency at 
the Alton locks, where barges have had to be lightened to get through. 

Missouri normally gets its moisture from the Gulf of Mexico via 
southerly winds. But this year, except during the June and July period 
of good rains, air flow has been predominantly from the west, south- 
west and northwest. Drouth was the result. 

More than 270,000 trees in the Missouri national forests have been 
killed by drouth in the last five years. One private operator reported 
loss of $150,000 worth of merchantable timber. 

This is the kind of drouth that is a long time in developing, usually 
requires a long time for recovery. Subsoil moisture lost over a period 
of five years rarely can be replaced in a single season. 

A fall drouth is less striking than a drouth that produces crop 
failures, but it too can lead to disaster. The 1957 growing season may 
well depend upon the moigture this winter. That is why farmers. 
and city people also—are praying for rain. 
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Carl Piper, Ash Grove dairy farmer, feeds alfalfa hay to his cows. Or- 

dinarily he would not resort to this winter forage until late in December, 

but the drouth has wiped out fall pasture, and he has been using stored 

roughage since September 1. Barley planted in August did not come 

up. With alfalfa yield reduced to a tenth of normal by lack of mois- 
ture and insects, Piper will have to buy hay this winter.

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So many wells have gone dry. well diggers find it 
hard to keep up with demand for their services. This 
rig is drilling for water on the Newell Looney farm 
near Republic.

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To be a do-it-yourself weatherman, you 
don't need a course in meteorology or 
expensive scientific equipment. And the 
only occupational hazard involved ts 
possibly a crick in the neck from looking 
up at the clouds. The crick might be 
worth it if you could avoid being caught 
in the rain like the un-weatherwise lady 
shown at left. 

The fact is that clouds are among the 
most reliable indications of weather con- 
ditions. Once you staft studying them, 
you will find yourself involved in a fasci- 
nating hobby amateur weathercast- 
ing. You can learn how “warm fronts” 
and “cold fronts” are heralded by the 
ever-changing face of the sky, as illus- 
trated by diagrams and pictures on the 
following pages. They were taken from 
a book, Weathercasting,* which tells you 
how to become your own weatherman 

lo read tomorrow's weather in the 
clouds, you must know their types, height 
and direction of movement. These fac- 
tors can give you a fairly accurate indi- 
cation of what the weather will be like 
12 to 24 hours hence 

In general, there are 10 main types of 
clouds: cirrus, cirrostratus. cirrocumu- 
lus, altostratus, altocumulus.  strato- 
cumulus, nimbostratus, cumulus. cumu- 
lonimbus and stratus 

Cirrus clouds are the high. wispy, 
fibrous types —- you've heard them called 
‘mares tails.” ¢ omposed of ice cry Stals, 
they usually are above 20.000 feet. If 
these clouds do not thicken, generally 
fair weather lies ahead: but if they 
thicken and are followed by lower 
clouds, rain or snow is likely to fall 
within 12 or 14 hours 

Another form of cirrus is cirrocumu- 
lus, small white puffs that form a “mack- 
erel sky.” Cirrocumulus always is 
accompanied by some other type of 
cirrus. Cloud; this usually méans rain 
and warmer 

Sometimes cirrus appears as cirro 
stratus thin, sheet-like clouds that 
may cover the entire sky. If cirrostratus 
clouds break up into cirrocumulus. fair 
weather lies ahead. But if they persist in 
a Sheet-like form, expect rain and 
warmer. Cirrostratus clouds usually are 
associated with a warm front

Practically all our weather 1s manu- 
factured on a front, which ts the bound- 
ary between two different air masses. A 
cold front is a boundary of relatively 
cold air of polar origin advancing into 
an area occupied by warmer air, often 
of tropical origin. A warm front ts a 
boundary of relatively warm air advanc- 
ing into an area occupied by colder air 
The line along which a cold front has 
overtaken a warm front at ground level

knows her husband can’t afford it. Her constant 
wants and complaints are a serious cause of 
tamily quarrels and discontent 

In many cases, you can judge a family’s hap 
piness by its friends. Research has established 
that the old saying, “birds of a feather flock to- 
vether.” applies to families as well as to indi- 
viduals 

Are most of the families with whom vours ts 
friendly close-knit, contented, untouched by 
threats of divorce’? Are they church-goers, in 
terested in their children? If so, chances are that 
your family will be about the same 

Here are some more pointers social scientists 
have disclosed about family happiness 

e When a mother works tull-time, she usualls 
cant devote enough attention to her family 
Thus tamily life suffers. But heres an eye 
opener families where all the children are 
teenagers or older generally are happier if she 
has a part-time job 

Protessor Ivan Nye of Bucknell University 
studied 1.472 high-school students in Michigan 
He reported 

Families in which mothers are employed 
part-time (trom one to 32 hours a week) show, 
on the averaue, hetter adjustment between ado 
lescents and parents than tamilies where the 
mother works full-trme or not at all 

“Two elements may be involved. Mothers ot 
adolescents need something to keep them busy 
and interested, and keep them from interfering 
in ther children’s affairs too much. Secondly, 
mothers gain status in their own eves and in 
those of their husband and children if they make 
some money 

“Working ftull-trme, however, is prohably as 
sociated with neglect of the home, and perhaps 
in some cases with hostility toward other family 
members. Statistics seem to indicate that it ts 
equally bad for mothers to have too little or too 
much to do.” 

e A family’s venealogical background ts no 
vardstick of its happiness. Some people pride 
themselves on the fact that their ancestors came 
over on the Mayflower or were pioneer settlers 
in their communities. Psychologists have tried 
to determine what effect. if anv, these “high 
class” backgrounds exert on family happiness 
Ihe answer: no effect, although, as always, ex 
ceptional cases crop up in which entire relation. 
ships are based on these flimsy values. Unless 
these relationships have firmer and more serious 
bonds, they don't last jong 

e The mistakes vour parents made mean 
more than where they came from. If they were 
divorced, for instance, it often means rougher 


going for their children in their own marriages 
One divorced couple in a Chicago suburb had 
five children, who grew up, got married and 
so far have had 14 divorces of their own 
Psychologists also tind, on the other hand. a 
stubborn reversal in children of divorced par 
ents. They fight divorces, trv harder to iron out 
their problems 

@ Families usually are happiest when the chil 
dren are young. The average “happiness curve” 
shows a rise as the first child arrives, goes down 
as more children join the family and become 
older, rises again when they leave home 

Social scientists at the University of Penn 
svivania found that age plays a big part in par 
ents happiness and how they feel ts passed 
on to the children. Many mothers have unhappy 
periods in their 40s and SOs. Some hate to “let 
vo as their children grow up and become inde 
pendent. Some fathers pass through a “crisis pe 
riod” in their SOs. At this age, men who have 


tailed at their yobs may turn agatinst their wives 


10 Years Is a Success Secret 


@ Stay married for 10 years, and you stand a 
vood chance of being married for lite. A review 
of cases reported to the National Desertion Bu 
reau showed that in 68 per cent of the cases 
fathers who desert their families have been mat 
ried less than 10 years. Two primary reasons 
viven fer desertions were infidelity and exces 
sive drinking 

© Happiness ts contagious. Seldom is one 
member of a tamily happy tf the other members 
are miserable. Starting at the nursery-school 
level, Harvard investigators found, the happiest 
children came trom homes where parents and 
other family members were happy together. The 
same pattern was repeated when persons of all 
aves were studied 

New research confirms this fact: Relatives 
and trends may think your life has been plagued 

bud luck and illness and that your future 
looks black and hopeless: but uf vow think vou’ 
huopy, thats what matters 

In one family studied, the tather has been bed 
rdden tor years. The mother suffers trom 
arthritts and hardly can move about. Their sole 
support. a daughter, works long hours for low 
pay. Yet all three are buovantly happy, more 
contented than some families with huge homes 
big cars, servants, all of life's luxuries 

Thus screntists have reaffirmed an idea long 
believed by many persons and probably best 
summed up by Abraham Lincoln. “Most folks, 
he once said simply, “are as happy as they make 


up their minds to be.” e

Today’s boxing champs 


are second- 


by BARNEY ROSS 


While I was watching a championship fight 
recently, a friend asked me how I thought 
each fighter would have made out against 
Jimmy McLarnin, the welterweight cham- 
pion of 20 years ago. 

“McLarnin,” I told him, “would have 
chased these boys right out of the ring.” 

He would have too, for let’s face it: the 
champions of today just don’t measure up 
to the top men of the 1920s and °30s. In the 
chart at right, Ive listed how I'd rate to- 
day's champions against the best I've seen 
in my lifetime. And though I've included 
fighters of yesterday who didn’t even be- 
come champions, you can see that most of 
the modern titleholders rate pretty low. 

Why? There are two obvious reasons: 
Television has killed the small boxing clubs 
that used to be the breeding ground for 
champions: prosperity has lured many 
promising fighters to high-paying jobs. 

But there's one other thing — and it wor- 
ries me. The young fighters of today take a 
different attitude toward their careers from 
the fighters of 30 years ago. Boxing to us 
was almost a religion, something to be prac- 
ticed constantly, in training or out. 

Today, it seems to me, most young fight- 
ers take a careless attitude toward their 
futures. When not in training for a fight, 
many pay absolutely no attention to the 
most elementary rules for good health: they 
Stay up late, they drink, they carouse. When 
booked for a fight, they have to kill them- 
selves to get back into shape. As a result, 
they're often too worn out to fight 

An example was Tony Janiro, a promis- 
ing lightweight of a few years back. Every 
time I think of Tony, I could punch him in 
the nose. He might have been one of the 
all-time greats but Tony liked the bright 
lights. He paid for his fun with batterings 
from mediocre fighters whom he should 
have beaten easily 

In any case. and for whatever reasons. 
today s champions just don’t stack up with 
the best since 1927. Here’s how I see them. 
class by class 


HEAVYWEIGHT 


Rocky Marciano (listed as current champ 
since his successor hasn't been picked) is 
the hardest hitter I have ever seen. Rocky 
could take you out with one punch even if 
you had him on the ropes, and none of the

greats of my time — Jack Dempsey. Gene 
could do that. 

Nevertheless, in a mythical “prime- 
against-prime”™ fight, I think Dempsey 
too vicious for Rocky — would have taken 
Marciano by a knockout and Tunney 
more clever — would have cut him up 
badly enough to win by a TKO. Rocky's 
mule-kick punch, on the other hand, would 
have finished Louts 


LIGHT HEAVYWEIGHT 


Archie Moore, best of the light heavies, 
soon will be getting a crack at the heavy- 
weight title at the age of 40 (and some 
think he’s even older). This, to me, typifies 
the sad days that have befallen boxing: in 
my time it was almost unheard of for a man 
to hold a championship after 30 

Moore ts best described as “a good solid 
fighter.” He has no great talent but he keeps 
rolling along. However, in a fight against 
the great light heavies-. Tommy Lough- 
ran, Paul Berlenbach, Jimmy Braddock, 
Maxie Rosenbloom or Jimmy Slattery 
Archie would not be rolling very long, 
probably less than five rounds 


MIDDLEWEIGHT 


It's often said that the current champ. 
Rav Robinson, is the greatest fighter, pound 
for pound, of all time. To me. Sugar Ray 
iS a great fighter probably our best cham- 
pion today but | wouldn't even name 
him as one of the greatest middleweights of 
all trme. In a bout with Mickey Walker. 
the fabulous “Toy Bulldog,” Ray would be 
out cold within 10 rounds. for Mickey was 
much too rough and much too strong for 
Robinson 


WELTERWEIGHT 


The champ from Canastota, N. Y., Car- 
men Basilio, is a good strong boy with a 
wicked left hand. And a left-hand punch 
helped me defeat Jimmy McLarnin in two 
of our three fights, for Jimmy was never too 
good at ducking lefts. But Jimmy could hit 
as hard as most heavyweights. In a bout 
between him and Basilio, Jimmy would 
absorb Basilio’s lefts —- and knock him out 
in less than four rounds | 


LIGHTWEIGHT 


Champion Joe Brown ts a persistent, wily

HOLLYWOOD. 
Marilyn Monroe’s marriage to playwright 
Arthur Miller won't last. Such, at least, is 
the unanimous opinion of 20 celebrities just 
polled here by PARADE. 

Something over two years ago, when Mari- 
lyn wed baseball's Joe DiMaggio, a similar 
poll showed 19 top names (including Cary 
Grant, Betty Grable, Jane Russell and the 
like) saying yes, they thought it would go 
swimmingly. Only Marilyn's dramatic coach, 
Natasha Lytess, thought the union was 
doomed. 

Marilyn’s colleagues spoke lovingly of her 

then. Many of them knew the circum- 
stances of her birth and childhood, and there 
was understanding and admiration in their 
voices as they spoke of her struggle to reach 
the top and her essentially fine character. 
Marilyn and Joe, they felt. were both simple. 
physical types with the same pleasant, live- 
and-let-live outlook on life. 

Natasha Lytess was a lone holdout. “This 
marriage can’t possibly succeed,” she said 
“Marilyn has lived with me, and I know her 
well. She is intensely ambitious. She hungers 
for intellectualism, for the world of arts and 


letters. She wants to be stimulated mentally. 
She is not for DiMaggio, and DiMaggio ts 
not for her.” 

As it turned out, Natasha Lytess was right. 
Natasha, incidentally, is no longer Marilyn's 
drama coach. 

Today the question concerns Marilyn and 
another husband: lanky Arthur Miller, 4 
author of All My Sons, Death of a Salesman 
and A View from the Bridge. The answers 
reflect a startling about-face in Hollywood's 
attttude toward Marilyn. She no longer ts 
generally well-liked here. Many of her co- 
workers feel she ts selfish, calculating and 
deceptive. Under the circumstances, none of 
the 20 would be quoted by name. 

Says an actress who's played with Marilyn: 
“This kid has climbed the ladder of success 
lad by lad. She used a policeman named 
Dougherty when she was 15 to get her out of 
a lousy home setup. Then she divorced him 
and latched on to agent Johnny Hyde. After 
Hyde helped her get started in pictures she 
moved to DiMaggio.

After Joe, she quit the 
Charley Feldman agency and went with Mil- 
ton Greene, the photographer. Greene helped 
her set up an independent production com- 
pany.
